public. 


Dr. Rutledge ended his 
life 


Thursday rather than face a 70- 
year sentence in the Iowa state 
penitentiary for tho knife slaying 
of Byron C. Hattman, young St. 
Louis aircraft instrument designer. 
The Iowa supreme court had a 
day earlier denied his appeal from 
his 70-year sentence on a second- 
degree murder charge. 


Found Near 


The doctor's body was found in 


a car on the outskirts of Houston. 
He died from carbon monoxide 
fumes carried by a hose leading 
from the car's exhaust pipe into 
his tightly closed automobile. 


Dr. Rutledge testified during his 


trial in Cedar Rapids, la., in May, 
1949, that Hattman died during a 
fight after the doctor had gone to 
Hattman's hotel room to get the 
aircraft, engineer to leave the doc- 


tor and his wife alone. 


Only Part of Letter 


Atty. Robert L. Cole gave Har- 


ris County Sheriff C. V. Kern a 
typewritten copy of part of the 
letter Dr. Rutledge wrote his wife. 
Cole said the copy waa enough to 
establish suicide. • 
• But it was learned that the let- 
ter advised the doctor's wife to 
see a certain county judge in "The 
Valley" 
(presumably the 
Rio 


Grande Valley) and get her name 
changed. 
Then, the letter said, 


she should go elsewhere and start 
a new life. 


The letter said Mrs. Rutledge 


would be left with about $30,000, 
and advised she leave some money 
to "Marmar," a nickname for Dr. 
Rutlcdge's grandmother, Mrs. L. 
E. Brockman. 


The! letter also advised Mrs.

Sink drains, especially those in 


the kitchen or laundry, have a 
nasty habit of clogging up just 
when you're in the middle of a big 
pile of dishes or a week's accumu- 
lation of the family wash. 


It isn't always necessary 


such cases, to suspend all opera 
tions until you can get a plumber 
or until the handy man about the 
house comes home from the office. 
Out of sheer desperation, plenty 
of housewives -have found how to 
take 
the 
ordinary variety of 


clogged drains in their stride. 


"Plumber's Friend" 


Most 'of the time, a "plumber's 


friend" will do the trick. This is 
a big rubber suction cup attached 
to a. wooden handle, which oper- 
ates like a plunger. 


First, remove the dishes (or 


laundry) from the sink, then bail 
most-of the water out into a 
bucket, leaving enough for the 
"plumber's friend" 
to 
operate. 


Place 
the cup of the rubber 


plunger over the drain, then pump 
the handle, up and down. The 
action usually will.force the sedi- 
ment past the trap and start 
hings running again. 


If the drain block is too stub- 


born for the plunger to move it, 
put the bucket underneath the U- 
shaped part of the drain pipe un- 
der the sink. This is the trap, and 
it has a clean-out plug at the bot- 
tom you can remove with a pair 
of pliers. 


Use Bent Wire 


Now take a bent piece of strong 


wire (the wire from a coat hanger 
will do) and dig out the grease, 
lint, old peelings and whatever else 
is obstructing traffic. Don't forget 
to put the clean-out plug back, 
good and tight before you run the 
water again. 
1 Clean-out plugs sometimes are 
pretty stubborn for feminine mus- 
cles. Lots of times you can get 
the same results with one of the 
many prepared 
chemical 
drain 


cleaners available at grocery and 
hardware stores. Follow the di- 
rections carefully; most of them 
contain lye which can cause a lot 
of damage to paint and linoleum-, 
to say nothing of your hands. 


When you have the sink drain- 


ing merrily again, remember * 
couple of simple tricks that will 
go a long way toward avoiding 
future trouble: 


Once or twice a week, slosh 


some very hot salt water down 
the drains to cut grease. And be- 
fore you empty your dishpan, let 
the hot water run. It will warm 
up the drain pipe and keep the 
grease in the dishwater 
from 


sticking on the way down. 


If you have a kitchen cleaver 


you may find it useful to use in 
halving acorn squash. Place the 
squash halves, cut-side down, in 
a baking dish and bake in a moder- 
ately hot oven until soft. Serve as 
is, sprinkling each half with salt 
and pepper and melted butter or 
margarine. 


Tender meats take to dry heat 


via roasting, broiling, and pan- 
broiling. Use moist heat for less 
tender meats by braising them or 
cooking them in water.

Should Plaiit 
Lawn, Shrubs 
At This Time 


Repair of winter ravages to the 


lawn is fully as important as 
regular repair and painting of 
the house. Unless the lawn is 
cared for within -the next few 
weeks, it will remain an eyesore- 
all summer. 


After all debris and dead grass 


is raked off, four pounds of com- 
mercial fertilizer should be spread 
over each 100 square feet of lawn. 


When the fertilizer has been 


on the ground three or four weeks, 
the entire yard should be raked 
again with a heavy rake to pro- 
vide a foothold for new grass 
seed. A poundt of top-grade seed 
should be sown over each 400 
square feet of lawn and then 
lightly watered and rolled. 


The next few weeks also is the 


proper time in the northern half 
of the United States to set out 
evergreens and flowering shrubs. 
These shoulde be spaced no closer 
than four feet to allow room for 
foliage to spread and to avoid a 
crowded, over-planted effect. 


In transplanting 
shrubs, 
the 


ball of 
earth 
on 
their 
roots 


should not be disturbed more 
than necessary. A hole should be 
dug sufficiently large to prevent 
cramping of, the roots. It is par- 
ticularly 
important 
that 
the 


shrub be placed no deeper in the 
ground than 
it 
grew 
in 
the 


nursery. It is a wise precaution to 
brace the newly-planted shrubs for 
a' few weeks with wires or stakes 
to prevent wind damages until 
they are firmly rooted.

Q—How should I go about re- 


moving the paint from an. old 
chest? 


A—A hand scraper and sand- 


paper can be used, but care-must— 
be taken not to let the corner of^,, 
the scraper gouge into the wood. 


Q—I plan to re-roof my home 


and have been told by my roofer 
that the new roofing material can 
be laid over the present roof. Is 
this practice recommended. 


A—Yes, there are definite ad- 


vantages to laying a new material, 
such as -fire resistant asphalt shin- 
gles, over your present roof. First, 
you gain the rigidity and added 
insulation value of a double roof. 
You also save, the cost of remov- 
ing the old roof and are spavedT 
considerable dirt both tnside and 
outside the house. The old roof 
should be prepared for the n«w 
.covering by nailing down loose 
shingles and replacing any that 
are missing. When laying asphalt 
shingles over an old wood shin- 
gle roof, nail* feathering strips— 
slightly beveled strips of wood— 
along the butts of the old shingles 
to provide a smooth, even surface. 


Q_I would like to know how 


to repair a kitchen chair which^ 
has become loose at the joints. ~ 


A—The best method is to take 


the chair apart and clean out all 
the old glue. Then use a good 
quality liquid glue, household ce- 
ment or liquid solder when the 
chair is reassembled. Both parts 
of a joint should be coated.

One pail is filled with sudsy water; 
the other with clear water for 
rinsing. Thus, the need for con- 
tinually changing water in order 
to remove all traces of soap film 
is eliminated.

Krputable Companies 


"Fortunately most termite con- 


trol companies in Illinois are re- 
putable," says Bruce, "and prop- 
erty owners should learn to dis- 
tinguish between the reliable and 
the unscrupulous. Termites will 
not destroy a building in a few 
days or even a few months and 
the property owner may save him- 
self considerable money and peace 
of mind by thoroughly investigat- 
ing the status of any operator or 
nny company offering to trout his 
premises for termites. He should 
consult the better business bureau 
in the city where the pest con- 
tiol company's home office is lo- 
cated, and m case of doubt ask 
for bids from two or more com- 
peting companies. 


"A good termite control job 


may be expensive, as it may in- 
volve building changes that will 
prevent future infestations. 
The 


cheapest job is seldom the best." 


Unscrupulous operators prey on 


the fears of their intended vic- 
tims, says Bruce, who has studied 
the work of the operators as well 
as the insects. 
They may try to 


convince propeity owners that an 
infested building must be treated 
at once or it will collapse. Some 
operators "plant" 
termites 
in 


buildings where none exist in or- 
der to convince the owners that 
treatment is 
necessary. 
Some 


use a cheap, ineffective chemical 
that fails to destroy the termites. 
Some do a hurried, ineffective job 
of applying the chemical or mere- 
ly go through the

cals. 
Sometimes they go from 


door to door, offering free inspec- 
tions of property. Then after the 
job is done, they arc in a hurry 
to Ret their money and be on 
their way.

If you're one of them (and there 


seem to be millions) put away 
your tools. This exercise requires 
only the ability to ask questions, 
use your eyes, and make realistic 
decisions. 
Stick a flashlight, an 


ice pick and a notebook and pencil 
in your pocket and off we go. 


Skip rreliininarleft 


We'll skip lightly over the pre- 


liminary skirmishes and assume at 
this point you've found a house— 
in this instance, not a new one— 
that interests you enough to pry 
into it further. 


Start down cellar. 
Look for 


signs of leaks, dampness or pre- 
vious floods. 
Peer into crawl- 


spaces with your flashlight and see 
if there's any evidence of rot or 
rodents. Poke the ice pick into 
the main timbers to make sure 
they haven't been hollowed out by 
dry rot, carpenter ants, or ter- 
mites. 


In more elderly houses, look 


carefully at the wiring that IPads 
upstairs; a lot of homes arc still 
standing, in defiance of today's 
electrical safety standards, with 
old-fashioned wiring not enclosed 
in protective cable.

Check the neighbors and the

place. If you have doubts, get a 
builder or architect you know to 
make a further inspection. Then 
find out what the bank's experts 
think; how they feel about giving 
you a mortgage ought to take care 
of the final decision.

On Schools, Newspapers 


"In any crisis in civilization, the bad get worse, and the 


good get better. 


This tendency, said the Rt. Rev. Monsignor Fulton J. 


Sheen, is being aggravated today by the emphasis placed on 
acts of evil and failure to report evidences of virtue. Mpn- 
signor Sheen is national director of the Pontifical Mission 
Aid societies in the United States. His writings have received 
wide circulation throughout the world. 


He said in an interview he was not certain that stand- 


ards of morality in the United States have lowered, despite 
the avalanche of recent reports of everything from the has 
ketball "fix" to evidences of corruption in government.

"I am not so sure there has been a decline in the belief 


in God," he said. 


"In a time of crisis, there is a swing toward the abso- 


lute. The area of indifference narrows. The evil man be- 
comes more evil, and the good man is better." 


If a crisis in morals has appeared, Monsignor Sheen con- 


tinued, American schools and newspapers have been large 
contributing factors. 


Education, he said, has denied any responsibility for the 


teaching of morals and ethics. He said the schools should 
reaffirm this responsibility.

"The press could be, but is not, a powerful influence in 


presenting the positive standards of _ morality. 
It prints 


mainly the bad, seldom the good. To'get into the papers, 
these days, all you have to do is break one of the 10 com- 
mandments.

In an antidote to the disclosures of corruption, Monsig- 


nor Sheen recommended: 


"Report the good. People are encouraged by efcam- 


pies of good. Let every newspaper publish, on its front page 
every day, just one story of virtue. Write up one average 
family; struggling with its problems and troubles, but living 
according to the moral law/'

He said he did not believe a downward trend has begun, 


generally, in public morality. 


"Psychologically, no doubt millions of people drew a kind 


of comfort out of watching television during the Kefauver 
hearings and reading about the other evidences of malfeas- 
ance. 


"It eases their conscience when they can find people who 


are worse than they are." 


But mere reporting of such action is not enough, Mon- 


signor Sheen said. 


"There is great goodness in the world, but it is unsung 


and unheralded. This is what should be emphasized."

Home Rules Difficult to Judge 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


The battle of the official Canas- 


ta rules against home-made rules 
continues. Practically every da> 
Canasta player in the country has 
at some time or other tried some 
pet modification of the 
official 


rules. 


There is nothing wrong in mak- 


ing' up your own rules for a game. 
If you're playing with friends in 
your own home, you're'entitled to 
use any rules that suit your fancy, 
The important thing is to mak 
sure that everybody understands 
exactly what the rule is. If there's 
one newcomer in tne game, you 
must make sure that he under- 
stands the rule even though it 
may be something that the other 
players know by heart. . 


There's one disadvantage in 


using home-made rules. You can't 
get an imartial official decision in 
case of a misunderstanding or dis- 
agreement. If you use the official 
rules, you can always look up the 
rule bok. If that doesn't seem to 
answer your question, you can 
always 
ask some 
recognized 


authority to give you the official 
nterpretation of the rules. 


For example, take the rule that 


is most frequently doctored by 
home players. Many people like to 
follow the house rule that you can- 
not pick up the discard pile if the 
)revious discard 
matches your 


closed canasta. This has never 
been the official rule, so when >a 
disagreement is brought to me for 
settlemetn I can never give an 
answer that will be fair to every- 
body.

That's an 
easy case. If you follow the home 
made rule, the next player cannot 
pick up the king. (Remember: ac- 
cording to the official rules, he 
can pick it up.) 


Let's make it a little more diffi- 


cult. You discard a king, but this 
time it is your side that has the 
canasta of kings. Can the next 
player pick up the king, or does 
it still operate as a black three? 
I don't know the answer to that 
one. Some people play it one way 
and others play it another way. 


As a matter of fact, suppose 


your discard is a king, that the 
next player has a canasta of kings, 
and that he also has an additional 
pair of kings still in his hand. Can 
he pick up the discard king with 
the pair of kings from his hand? 
I have no answer for that problem 
either. 


I am not trying to set down on 


paper all the things I don't know 
about Canasta, My purpose is to 
show. you that it isn't easy to 
make up new rules. You run into 
trouble sooner or later. When-that 
happens, it's pleasant to have some 
way of getting out of your trouble. 


One logical answer to these 


jroblems is to rule that a player 
can always take the discard if he 
las a matching pair of natural 
cards in his hand. Instead, it is 
possible to rule that a discard that 
Hatches a closed canasta operates 
just like a black three. (If you 
adopt the latter rule, you have to 
decide whether the discard oper- 
ates like a black three against 
both sides or only against the side 
that has the canasta.) 


Either method will work, but 


the players in your game should 
pick their method in advance.

Spring is the time when a great 


many unwise people who have 
been indoors all winter doing no- 
thing more than walk down the 
hall, suddenly take up strenuous 
exercises. Their muscles are flab- 
by, their hearts unused to exer- 
tion and the rest of the body 
equally unprepared for the burden 
of tennis, hiking, baseball, or any- 
thing else requiring real physical 
effort. 


The human body is made for 


exercise or it would not be given 
the muscles and other functions 
which are used so well m physical 
activity. But one cannot safely go 
from complete physical inactivity 
to violent exercise without run- 
ning risks of straining and damag- 
ing some parts of the body. Every 
amateur and professional athlete 
knows this, it's the- reason for 
training for all kinds of compe- 
titive sports. 


Someone who goes out and does 


unaccustomed and strenuous ex- 
ercise risks more than sore and 
stiff muscles the next day.

more serious possible effect is on 
the heart which is Itself an almost 
completely muscular organ.

Remember, too, that oxalic acid is 
a poisonous matenal!

(or sponge and press) the bind 
ings. 


In carrying out tests it was 


found that blankets could be re- 
conditioned. In some cases badly 
felted ones were retrieved as much 
as six inches in length by this 
pulling and napping process jus' 
explained above.

onds operation of your washer to 
remove streaks that do not come 
out in this soaking process.

Cleaning Hint* 


To remove greasy aooty soil on 


enameled, painted or varnished 
woodwork, use a kerosene emul- 
sion. This emulsion not only cleans 
but polishes these surfaces. The 
emulsion is one quart of hot water, 
120' - 130° F., one teaspoon of 
tri-sodium phosphate, three to four 
ounces of beeswax t( or % beeswax 
and % paraffin wax) and % cup 
of kerosene. 


Dissolve the tri-sodium phos- 


phat in the hot water; melt the 
wax in an aluminum utensil on 
low heat, remove from the stove 
and add kerosene. Be careful at

easily, use the elcctrolipis method 
for all flat silver. Simply use a

and one teaspoon baking soda, one 
teaspoon salt—double amount if 
more solution is needed.

Peter J. Miller 
(R-Chicago), in a senate education 
committee hearing. 


The athletic director said both 


the National Collegiate Athletic 
association and the Western con- 
ference have voted a one year 
moratorium on football television. 


Mills said the university would 


have to withdraw from the NCAA 
and the Big 10 if it televised its 
games. 


Mills Asks Questions 


"We could televise but who are 


we going to play? We could not 
play any major institution," he de- 
clared. 


Miller said: 
"The public wants to see the 


contests and I think they have a 
light to. If we're going to let the 
NCAA tell us we can't do it. then 
they're going to run the univer- 
sity." 


Sen. Everett N. Peters (R;St. 


Joseph) tried to kill the bill but 
committee members defeated his 
motion. Another hearing was set 
in two weeks. 


Mills said federal authorities are 


investigating the NCAA action to 
determine whether it is in viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust act. 
_Senaor Miller argued that pass- 
age of the bill would force a legal 
test. 


Budget Explained 


Mills said the university athletic 


association is self-sustaining and 
"does not receive one cent from 
the legislature for the conduct of 
intercollegiate athletics." He added 
that the association's budget is 
about $750,000. 


"Television causes gate receipts 


to fall off substantially. Who Is 
going to make it up? The set 
manufacturers? The set owners? 
Or Is the legislature?" he asked. 


"I suppoe you could force us to 


televise," Mills said, "but you can't 
force the NCAA to accept us." 


Provisions Stated 


The bill would require tax-sup- 


ported colleges to advertise for 
and award television contracts for 
home athletic contests. 


Last year U. of I. football games 


were televised in two Chicago 
theaters, which charged admission. 
No public televising was allowed 
while the games were being play- 
ed.

The 
only thing removed from the picture Is the outright cash 
gift and too often this cannot be clearly divorced from 
the Invisible timeclock too many athletes 'arc punching on 
their "jobs" today. 
ANDERSON ADMITS that Bradley, a privately-endowed school, 


cannot hope to bid on even terms with the larger schools with 
more alumni members and more dollars. 


"We always come out second best In these bidding af- 


fairs," he said. "We have, to rely on the spirit of the Brad- 
ley campiit and our educational advantages to draw athletes." 
OR IN OTHER words, Anderson would like to see the present 


commercialized scramble for players reduced to a more gentlemanly 
game.

California Court Rules Loyalty 
Oath Invalid, Clears Professors 


SACRAMENTO, Calif., (AP)— 


The state appellate 
court 
has 


ruled the University of California 
loyalty oath invalid and ordered 
jobs restored to 18 professors who 
had refused to sign it. 


In a unanimous opinion, the 


third district court 
of 
appeals 


ruled yesterday that the only legal 
oath of public office m California 
is a pledge to support the federal 
and state constitutions. 


Thig pledge is- required by the 


state constitution. 


"No one could be subjected as 


a condition to holding office to 
any test of political or religious 
belief other than this pledge—," 
said the opinion written by Asso- 
ciate Justice Paul Peek. 


Justices Annette Adams and 


B. F. Van Dyke concurred. 


Support* Governor 


The ruling supported the stand 


of Gov. Earl Warren, who last 
year led a minority fight on the 
board of regents against the oath. 


The court called the oath re- 


quirement, instituted 14 months 
ago, "an abuse of discretion by the 
regents." 
It warned of threats 


to academic freedom: 


"Equal to the danger of sub- 


version from within by gradual 
whittling a%vay and the resulting 
disintegration of the very pillars 
of our freedom."

suit had refused to sign contracts
